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The  beneficial  object  of  the  Lying-in  Hospital  is  to  provide 
medical  care  for  patients  before,  during,  and  after  confinement; 
as  well  as  for  non-pregnant  patients  requiring  treatment  of 
women’s  diseases.  A  certain  proportion  of  both  groups,  being 
destitute,  is  admitted  free  of  charge.  The  amounts  paid  by 
patients  in  the  Out-Patient  clinics,  as  well  as  those  admitted  to 
the  Hospital,  do  not  cover  the  actual  cost  of  services  rendered 
to  them. 


Lists  of  names  of  those  who  have  subscribed  to  the  General 
Fund,  to  the  Birthday  Fund,  and  of  donations  in  kind,  are 
omitted  at  the  suggestion  of  several  contributors.  The  Board  of 
Governors,  however,  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  of  again 
expressing  gratitude  for,  and  deep  appreciation  of  their  gen¬ 
erosity  and  help  toward  meeting  the  expenses  of  operating  the 
various  departments  of  the  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS 

OF 

THE  SOCIETY  OF  THE  LYING-IN  HOSPITAL 

1936 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  The  Society  of  the  Lying-In  Hos¬ 
pital  submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  138th  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1936.  The  writer  of  this  report  was  elected  after 
the  close  of  the  year  1936  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Presidency 
caused  by  the  death  of  Wilson  M.  Powell.  The  loss  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  by  the  death  on  May  1,  1936,  of  Lewis  Cass 
Ledyard,  Jr.,  who  also  served  on  the  Law  Committee,  is  recorded 
with  profound  sorrow. 

That  the  Hospital  has  had  another  year  of  progress  from  both 
a  medical  and  economic  point  of  view  is  exemplified  by  the  record 
of  accomplishment  in  this  report.  The  professional  and  admin¬ 
istrative  staffs  have  maintained  the  highest  standards  of  service. 
In  conjunction  with  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College  the 
teaching  program  has  been  continued  and  developed  as  a  corol¬ 
lary  to  the  care  of  patients  and  research  work. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  administrative  offices 
in  conformity  with  the  revised  by-laws.  Mr.  Murray  Sargent’s 
title  was  changed  from  Executive  Director  to  Administrator-in- 
Chief.  Dr.  R.  R.  Hannon  was  appointed  Superintendent.  Dr. 
Thomas  Howell,  who  had  served  as  Advisory  Superintendent, 
withdrew  during  the  year.  The  position  of  Financial  Secretary 
was  abolished,  the  duties  of  the  office  being  consolidated  as  an 
economy  measure  with  similar  activities  in  the  office  of  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital. 

The  Ladies’  Auxiliary  has  carried  on  actively  and  effectively 
during  the  year.  The  members  have  continued  their  support  of 
the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Hospital,  which  has  fol¬ 
lowed  cases  diligently  and  intelligently.  The  members  of  the 
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Auxiliary  took  part  for  the  first  time  in  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  campaign. 

The  Board  once  more  records  its  grateful  appreciation  to  those 
who  have  given  of  their  time  and  means  to  help  the  Hospital 
through  another  year  of  economic  stress.  The  outlook  for  the 
future  is  brighter  because  of  the  loyal  support  and  interest  of 
the  Hospital’s  many  friends.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  of  the  Society  of  the 
Lying-In  Hospital  for  the  year  1936. 

During  that  year  the  hospital  beds  were  occupied  to  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  extent  as  in  the  previous  year,  except  that  there 
was  a  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  semi-private  and  private 
patients.  Of  interest  also  was  the  continuation  of  the  steady 
increase  of  gynecological  patients  experienced  during  the  years 
1933,  1934  and  1935. 

In  the  latter  part  of  this  Report  appears  a  section  on  “Statis¬ 
tics”  (page  38),  to  which  I  refer  those  interested  in  the  detailed 
figures.  However,  I  cannot  refrain  from  citing  below  a  few 
figures  as  they  pertain  in  particular  to  maternal  and  fetal  mor¬ 
tality.  Lately  much  has  been  spoken  and  written  on  maternal 
mortality  in  the  United  States,  the  usual  theme  being  that  the 
results  in  this  country  compare  unfavorably  with  those  in  most 
other  countries.  That  such  a  statement  should  be  strictly  quali¬ 
fied  in  many  respects  is  clear  to  those  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  facts  as  well  as  with  certain  specific  phases  of  the  problem. 
The  methods  of  recording  vital  statistics  are  very  different  in 
certain  countries.  In  the  United  States  it  is  the  practice,  and  I 
believe  the  only  proper  one,  to  credit  to  our  maternal  mortality 
rate,  all  deaths  from  cardiac  disease,  nephritis,  tuberculosis,  and 
other  complicating  diseases,  occurring  in  the  pregnant,  parturient 
or  puerperal  woman.  Similarly,  we  have  come  to  speak  of  un¬ 
corrected  figures,  including  abortions  and  ectopic  gestations,  the 
latter  often  being  included,  in  certain  countries  and  clinics,  under 
the  general  heading  of  gynecological  mortality.  However,  it 
must  not  be  concluded  from  these  remarks  that  maternal  mor¬ 
tality  in  this  country  is  not  appallingly  high,  as  the  figure  for 
our  birth  registration  area  is  still  in  the  neighborhood  of  8  per 
1,000  live  births. 

In  previous  Reports  I  have  emphasized  the  importance  of  bet¬ 
ter  obstetrical  teaching  to  our  undergraduate  medical  students 
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and  more  adequate  and  longer  hospital  training  of  graduates  of 
medicine  who  intend  to  practice  this  specialty.  I  am  convinced 
that  during  the  past  few  years  many  of  our  medical  schools  and 
affiliated  hospitals  have  become  more  and  more  aware  of  this 
fact  and  are  gradually  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  correct  this 
glaring  weakness  in  our  system  of  medical  education  and 
training. 

In  order  that  the  reader  may  obtain  a  general  view  of  the 
work  conducted  by  the  Lying-In  Hospital  during  the  past  year, 
I  have  selected  a  few  of  the  total  figures  as  they  pertain  to  the 
end-results  and  am  presenting  them  in  these  paragraphs.  For 
the  detailed  figures  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  statistical  sec¬ 
tion  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  pavilion  or  ward  beds  have  been  occupied  to  the  extent 
of  80  per  cent,  and  the  private  beds  over  75  per  cent  of  full 
capacity.  The  occupancy  of  the  semi-private  service  increased 
from  45  per  cent  in  1935  to  more  than  66  per  cent  in  1936.  During 
the  year  1936  we  treated  4,042  obstetrical  patients  on  the  indoor 
and  outdoor  delivery  services  and  952  gynecological  patients,  a 
total  of  5,015  patients.  The  deliveries  for  the  year  totalled  3,347, 
resulting  in  3,390  babies.  The  total  uncorrected  maternal  mor¬ 
tality,  including  abortions  and  ectopic  pregnancies,  was  2.721  per 
1,000  patients,  as  compared  with  3.106  per  1,000  for  the  year 
1935.  The  gross  infantile  mortality  rate,  including  all  premature 
babies  over  1,500  grams  in  weight,  full  term  deadborn  and  still¬ 
born  children,  as  well  as  neonatal  deaths  during  the  puerperium 
to  the  time  of  discharge  from  the  hospital,  was  3.687  per  cent. 

From  the  time  that  the  new  building  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital 
was  opened  up  to  the  end  of  1936,  a  period  of  4  years  and  4 
months,  we  have  treated  18,207  registered  and  unregistered  ob¬ 
stetrical  patients  in  our  indoor  and  outdoor  services  with  a  total 
uncorrected  maternal  mortality,  including  abortions  and  ectopic 
gestations,  of  2.251  per  1,000  patients,  or  when  expressed  in  terms 
of  live  births,  2.324  maternal  deaths  per  1,000  live  babies. 

The  gynecological  service  has  shown  a  steady  growth  from 
the  time  the  hospital  was  opened  in  September,  1932.  In  that 
year  there  were  154  gynecological  discharges,  626  in  1933,  711  in 
1934,  853  in  1935,  and  952  in  1936.  In  our  gynecological  division 
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the  total  death  rate  for  1936  was  3  in  952  patients,  or  0.315  per 
cent.  Of  these  3  deaths,  2  were  postoperative,  and  as  there  were 
815  operations,  this  figure  represents  a  postoperative  death  rate 
of  0.245  per  cent. 

As  stated  in  earlier  annual  reports,  for  such  results  we  feel 
indebted  to  the  whole  medical,  nursing  and  anesthesia  staffs.  In 
the  1935  Annual  Report,  I  described  the  intern  and  resident 
training,  its  close  and  constant  supervision  by  the  Attending 
Staff  and  the  role  these  play  in  the  attainment  of  our  results. 
Every  year  I  am  more  convinced  that  such  a  system  of  training 
and  supervision  is  one  of  the  first  essentials  in  the  safe  and 
proper  care  of  the  pregnant,  parturient  and  puerperal  woman. 
I  should  like  here  also  to  stress  the  importance  of  aseptic  and 
isolation  technique  throughout  a  maternity  hospital,  from  the 
time  of  admission  to  that  of  discharge. 

The  nursing,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Anna  D.  Wolf, 
Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  and  of  the  Nursing  Service 
of  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  her  associate,  Miss  Verda  F. 
Hickcox,  in  immediate  charge  of  the  nursing  service  of  the 
Lying-In  Hospital,  has  maintained  its  high  standard  of  efficiency 
established  in  previous  years.  I  am  also  greatly  indebted  to  the 
Maternity  Center  Association  and  the  Henry  Street  Settlement 
Nursing  Service  for  the  valuable  service  these  two  worthy  organ¬ 
izations  have  continued  to  render  to  the  Lying-In  Hospital  and 
our  home  delivery  service. 

The  staff  of  the  John  E.  Berwind  Free  Maternity  Clinic  has 
conducted  the  work  of  that  clinic  in  a  highly  satisfactory  man¬ 
ner.  Mrs.  John  E.  Berwind  has  continued  her  generous  support 
of  the  clinic  founded  at  125  East  103rd  Street,  by  her  late  hus¬ 
band.  Her  cooperation  and  understanding  of  our  problems  have 
been  a  source  of  particular  pleasure  to  me  and  have  been  of 
material  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  that  work.  This  clinic  fur¬ 
nishes  a  home  delivery  service  to  the  needy  living  in  the  upper 
East  Side  of  Manhattan,  and  functions  as  a  unit  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  and  the  Cornell  University  Medical  College,  the  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  of  the  College 
being  responsible  for  the  professional  work  of  both  the  Berwind 
and  the  Lying-In  services.  The  Cornell  medical  students  and 
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the  resident  staff  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  are  thus  afforded  an 
unsurpassed  opportunity  for  training  in  home  delivery  work. 
All  patients  cared  for  by  the  Berwind  staff  and  needing  hos¬ 
pitalization  are  admitted  to  the  Lying-In  Hospital.  It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Miss 
Mary  C.  Skelley,  Superintendent  of  the  clinic,  her  assistants  and 
the  members  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  Attending  Staff  super¬ 
vising  the  work,  for  their  excellent  cooperation  and  support. 

The  Lying-In  Hospital  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Miss  S.  M. 
Gillam,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Nutrition  of  the  New 
York  Hospital,  and  her  staff.  This  department  always  seems  to 
solve  its.many  difficult  problems  in  the  most  highly  satisfactory 
and  efficient  manner.  It  has  gained  the  admiration  of  staff 
members,  as  well  as  patients. 

The  Department  of  Pediatrics  of  the  New  York  Hospital  has 
continued  to  care  for  our  newborn  babies  as  in  past  years.  The 
arrangement  between  that  department  and  the  Lying-In  Hos¬ 
pital  has  worked  most  satisfactorily  since  its  initiation  in  1932. 
The  Pediatrician-in-Chief  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  his 
staff  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  medical  care  of  the  new¬ 
born,  both  premature  and  full  term,  from  the  time  of  birth  till 
discharge  from  the  hospital.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  Dr.  Samuel  Z.  Levine  and  his  staff. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  Dr.  Eugene  F.  DuBois,  Physician-in- 
Chief  to  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  his  assistants,  who  have 
so  willingly  given  us  much  of  their  time  and  advice.  The  medi¬ 
cal  complications  in  a  maternity  hospital,  treating  5,000  or  more 
patients  a  year,  are  indeed  numerous  and  hardly  a  day  passes 
that  a  medical  consultation  is  not  demanded.  The  Lying-In 
Hospital  would  be  at  a  great  disadvantage  without  the  constant 
help  and  advice  from  various  members  of  Dr.  DuBois’  staff,  not 
only  in  special  out-patient  clinics,  such  as  Cardiac,  but  also  in 
the  pavilion,  private  and  semi-private  floors  of  the  hospital. 

The  other  clinical  and  laboratory  departments  of  the  New 
York  Hospital  have  given  us  excellent  cooperation.  We  fre¬ 
quently  call  on  the  Department  of  Surgery  and  Psychiatry  for 
consultation,  and  this  has  always  been  freely  rendered  with  great 
benefit  to  us.  The  subdepartment  of  Ophthalmology,  under  the 
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very  able  direction  of  Dr.  Bernard  Samuels,  has  given  us  unfail¬ 
ing  assistance  in  the  study  and  evaluation  of  the  eye-ground 
findings  in  patients  suffering  from  one  or  other  of  the  toxemias 
of  pregnancy  or  from  nephritis.  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Samuels 
and  his  associate  Dr.  M.  L.  Berliner. 

The  teaching  schedule  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  is  extensive, 
as  instruction  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology  is  given  to  the  third 
and  fourth  year  medical  students  of  the  Cornell  University  Medi¬ 
cal  School,  undergraduate  medical  students  from  other  univer¬ 
sities,  the  New  York  Hospital  undergraduate  nurses,  affiliated 
nurses  from  other  hospitals,  and  a  large  intern  and  resident  staff. 
The  instruction  to  the  medical  students  from  other  universities 
is  conducted  during  the  four  summer  months,  starting  June  1st, 
and  is  practical  in  nature.  During  1936  we  have  continued  our 
Monday  afternoon  Staff  Conferences,  and  Journal  Club  meet¬ 
ings  on  alternate  Friday  afternoons.  These  are  open  to  physi¬ 
cians  and  are  invariably  well  attended.  I  again  wish  to  extend 
an  invitation  to  New  York  and  out-of-town  doctors  to  attend 
these  meetings,  as  well  as  to  any  other  function  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital.  Visiting  doctors  may  observe  the  work  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  for  as  long  a  period  as  they  may  desire. 

Research  projects  have  been  conducted  in  various  phases  of 
obstetrics  and  gynecology.  Original  contributions  have  been 
published  on  the  etiological  factors  in  pyelitis,  puerperal  infec¬ 
tion,  blood  chemistry  and  kidney  function  in  pregnancy,  control 
and  treatment  of  postpartum  hemorrhage  and  the  toxemias  of 
pregnancy. 

This  Department  is  in  great  need  of  funds  for  the  continuation 
and  extension  of  its  research  work.  The  problem  of  hemorrhage, 
in  all  its  phases,  is  one  that  must  be  solved  if  we  are  to  materially 
lower  maternal  mortality.  Many  aspects  of  this  particular  prob¬ 
lem  are  at  present  being  investigated  in  this  Department,  but 
this  work  will  soon  have  to  cease  if  financial  aid  is  not  forth¬ 
coming  from  sources  interested  in  the  general  subject  of  maternal 
and  infantile  mortality. 

It  affords  me  particular  pleasure  to  acknowledge  our  deep 
indebtedness  to  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Board  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital.  They  have  continued  in  their  generous  support  of 
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our  Social  Service  Department.  This  Board  and  its  Executive 
Committee  have  given  me  valuable  advice  and  assistance  in 
many  of  our  hospital  problems.  Because  of  the  many  years 
that  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Board  has  been  such  an  intimate  part 
of  the  Lying-In  Hospital,  its  members  have  a  keen  perception 
of  the  aims  and  ideals  of  this  hospital  and  as  a  consequence  are 
of  invaluable  aid  to  those  directing  the  work  of  the  hospital. 
The  reports  of  the  President  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Ladies’ 
Auxiliary  Board  appear  on  pages  19  and  24,  and  that  of  the 
Director  of  our  Social  Service  Department  on  page  21. 

Mr.  Murray  Sargent,  Administrator-in-Chief  of  the  New  York 
and  Lying-In  Hospitals,  has  been  of  the  utmost  assistance  to  us, 
displaying  at  all  times  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  our  many 
administrative  problems.  In  his  difficult  task,  he  has  had  the 
able  assistance  of  Dr.  R.  Roger  Hannon,  Superintendent,  Dr. 
William  H.  Spiller,  Associate  Superintendent,  and  Dr.  Hugh 
Warren,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  these  two  hospitals.  The 
members  of  the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  of  the  Lying-In 
Hospital  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the  excellent  cooperation 
given  them  by  these  administrative  officers,  as  well  as  by  their 
various  departmental  heads  and  their  assistants. 

Finally,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  express  to  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital  and  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  our  indebtedness  for  their  support.  These 
men  have  been  unfailing  in  their  supervision,  advice  and  assist¬ 
ance.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  only  the  privilege,  but 
also  the  duty  and  obligation,  of  trustees  of  an  endowed  institu¬ 
tion  closely  and  intelligently  to  supervise  the  work  of  such  an 
institution.  Let  me  say  that  the  two  Boards,  as  I  see  it,  have 
been  and  are  carrying  out  their  obligations  and  this  has  been 
more  than  welcomed  by  the  professional  and  administrative 
staffs

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REPORT  OF  NURSING  ACTIVITIES 


I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  nursing  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Lying-In  Hospital,  for  the  year  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-six. 

The  aim  of  our  service  has  always  been  to  give  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  care  to  patients.  Efforts  have  been  directed  toward  this 
end  particularly  through  continued  improvement  in  the  instruc¬ 
tion  and  supervision  of  the  students  and  new  general  duty  nurses. 
Further  efforts  have  been  made  to  safeguard  the  service  to  pa¬ 
tients  by  the  appointment  of  former  students  and  continued 
preparation  of  staff  members  for  advancement  and  enlarged 
responsibilities  within  the  organization. 

The  educational  work  of  our  department  has  progressed  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year.  A  total  of  one  hundred  and  nine  students 
completed  the  course  in  obstetrical  and  gynecological  nursing. 
Forty-six  of  this  number  were  under-graduate  students,  four 
from  the  New  York  Hospital  Westchester  Division  School  of 
Nursing,  White  Plains,  New  York;  eleven  from  the  Moses  Taylor 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  Scranton,  Pennsylvania;  and  thirty- 
one  from  the  New  York  Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  New  York, 
New  York. 

Sixty-one  graduate  students  have  completed  the  basic  course. 
Four  others  had  courses  arranged  to  meet  their  individual  needs. 
One  of  these  was  Miss  Yun-Chu  Sheh,  a  graduate  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  of  the  Peiping  Union  Medical  College,  Peiping,  China, 
a  student  from  the  Rockefeller  Foundation.  Two  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  registered  for  the  advanced  course,  which  was  instituted  a 
year  ago,  and  are  now  attending  lectures  in  Ward  Management 
and  Ward  Teaching  and  having  practical  experience  as  acting 
assistant  head  nurses  on  the  pavilions. 

The  health  of  the  staff  continues  to  be  a  matter  of  great  con¬ 
cern.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  administration  that  early  precau¬ 
tions  must  be  taken;  therefore,  as  soon  as  manifestations  of 
infection  appear,  especially  when  of  a  respiratory  nature,  the 
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nurse  is  sent  off  duty  to  receive  medical  attention  and  may  not 
return  until  the  symptoms  disappear.  This  regulation  has  been 
adopted  in  order  to  safeguard  the  health  of  both  personnel  and 
patients,  and,  as  a  result,  the  number  of  days  lost  on  account 
of  sickness  is  very  high  (964  days)  although  we  have  had  no 
serious  illness  during  the  year.  Five  hundred  and  forty-three 
days’  leave  of  absence  were  granted  to  our  staff.  About  one-half 
of  this  time  was  due  to  illness  in  the  family. 

The  Christmas  season  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  our  patients 
although  they  had  to  be  away  from  home.  Mr.  William  A.  W. 
Stewart’s  generous  gift  of  one  hundred  dollars  enabled  us  to  give 
a  dainty  knitted  shoulderette  to  each  one  of  the  patients.  Bibs 
for  the  babies  were  made  by  the  nurses,  as  usual.  The  nutrition 
department  served  a  delicious  Christmas  dinner,  and  the  trays 
were  made  most  attractive  with  flowers  provided  by  Mrs.  Ken¬ 
neth  Hall,  a  former  patient  and  friend  of  the  Hospital. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  H.  J.  Stander,  Director  of  the 
Lying-In  Hospital,  and  his  staff  for  their  interest  and  generous 
cooperation  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  nursing  service  and  the 
education  of  student  nurses. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation  and  gratitude  to 
all  the  members  of  our  nursing  staff  and  to  members  of  other 
departments  who  have  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  FOR  THE  YEAR 

ENDING  OCTOBER  31,  1936 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  has  been  running 
smoothly  during  the  past  year  under  the  able  direction  of  Mrs. 

Kinzel. 

We  were  sorry  to  have  Mrs.  McLane  and  Miss  Street  resign 
after  more  than  two  years  in  the  hospital.  They  have  been 
replaced  by  Mrs.  Cowles  and  Miss  Fisher.  Thus  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  our  personnel  remains  the  same,  viz: — the  Director,  two 
Case  Workers,  a  Secretary,  and  a  part  time  Clerical  Assistant. 

Our  auxiliary  consists  today  of  155  members.  There  were  two 
resignations  during  the  year  and  two  new  members  have  joined 
the  auxiliary. 

Mrs.  Paul  Pryibil,  the  treasurer,  reported  disbursements  of 
$8,723.63  during  the  year. 

Mrs.  Kingsford,  chairman  of  the  Volunteers  Committee,  reports 
that  15  workers  have  given  990  hours  during  330  sessions  during 
the  year.  We  are  most  grateful  to  these  volunteers  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  work  which  they  have  done. 

Mrs.  E.  Farrar  Bateson,  chairman  of  the  House  Committee, 
reported  gifts  of  books,  magazines  and  old  linen.  Mrs.  A.  P. 
Morgan  gave  Christmas  decorations.  The  Junior  Emergency 
Relief  Society  sent  15  layettes;  the  Bronxville  sewing  group  of 
the  Junior  League  15  layettes;  and  the  Maternity  Guild  of  the 
Church  of  the  Transfiguration  sent  1  layette.  We  gave  out  46 
layettes. 

Baby  clothing  was  received  from  the  West  Marlboro  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society;  Miss  Marion  Wharton;  Mrs.  Doris  Marcuse; 
New  York  Junior  League,  and  Mrs.  E.  Farrar  Bateson. 

Miscellaneous  adult  clothing  was  given  by  Miss  M.  Treiber 
and  Miss  Blanche  Lee. 
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Mrs.  Bateson  gave  a  plant  and  map  for  the  Social  Service 
office. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Library  Committee  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  for  distributing  5105  books  to  the  patients  of  the 
Lying-In  Hospital. 

In  the  spring  it  was  decided  that  we  should  join  the  United 
Hospital  Fund  Drive.  Mrs.  Paul  Pryibil  was  appointed  our 
group  leader.  We  have  three  teams  of  ten  members  each,  with 
Mrs.  Marston,  Mrs.  Lovett  and  Mrs.  Millet  as  team  captains.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

DEPARTMENT 


I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Social  Service  De¬ 
partment  for  the  year  ending  October  thirty-first,  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-six. 

The  general  routine  of  the  Social  Service  Department,  as  pre¬ 
sented  in  last  year’s  report,  has  been  altered  only  in  minor  details 
during  the  past  year  as  it  has  been  found  serviceable  and  efficient. 

Of  interest,  however,  are  several  surveys.  Two  in  particular 
have  required  considerable  time  and  effort  but  the  results  have 
justified  the  undertaking. 

One  involved  the  close  cooperation  of  three  departments.  A 
study  was  undertaken  of  all  the  toxemia  patients  who  had  been 
known  to  the  Hospital  since  its  opening  in  1932.  This  study  was 
made  at  the  request  of  two  of  the  doctors  in  the  clinic  who  wished 
to  make  an  intensive  study  of  this  condition.  Social  Service 
worked  with  the  clinic  aide  in  getting  up  the  charts  of  all  these 
patients.  Then  a  special  letter  was  written  by  Social  Service 
requesting  that  they  return  to  the  clinic  for  special  check-up,  and 
enclosing  a  definite  appointment.  If  the  letter  was  returned,  the 
case  was  dropped,  the  futility  of  trying  to  trace  those  who  had 
left  no  forwarding  address  being  obvious.  However,  if  the  letter 
was  not  returned,  and  the  patient  did  not  come  to  clinic,  through 
a  special  arrangement  with  Maternity  Center  Association,  one  of 
their  nurses  visited  the  home  and  urged  attendance.  Through 
this  highly  cooperative  arrangement,  the  doctors  were  able  to 
pursue  their  study  of  the  toxemia  patients.  Over  1500  patients 
have  been  followed  and  approximately  50%  of  them  returned. 
Exact  figures  are  not  available  as  the  study  is  still  going  on. 

Another  survey  was  carried  on  solely  by  Social  Service,  and 
involved  a  study  of  all  of  the  unmarried  mothers  known  to  us 
since  1933,  numbering  132.  Their  charts  were  searched  for  as 
much  information  as  was  available  regarding  family  background, 
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occupation  of  both  patient  and  alleged  father  of  the  child,  ages, 
religions,  disposition  of  child,  etc. 

There  were  many  worth  while  conclusions  and  unusual  side¬ 
lights,  too  detailed  to  present  in  their  entirety,  drawn  from  the 
study.  However,  the  statistical  results  were  very  interesting. 
The  largest  age  group  for  the  girls  was  19,  although  they  ranged 
from  15  to  41.  For  the  men,  the  peak  of  the  age  curve  was  at 
25  with  a  range  from  17  to  45.  Sixty-five  mothers  were  Catholic, 
49  Protestant,  12  Jewish,  1  Russian  Orthodox,  1  Greek  Orthodox, 
and  four  gave  no  religion.  Two  men  were  Catholic,  none  Prot¬ 
estant,  4  Jewish,  I  Greek  Orthodox,  and  125,  religion  not  known. 
Twenty-two  nationalities  were  included  in  the  group:  93  of  the 
women  were  American  born,  38  foreign  born,  and  1  not  known; 
of  the  men,  63  were  American  born,  37  foreign  born,  and  32  not 
known. 

In  the  field  of  occupation  there  was  an  interesting  spread.  The 
greatest  number  of  girls  were  either  students  or  those  living  at 
home,  numbering  41;  domestics  32;  office  workers  17;  trades  15; 
factory  workers  10;  salesgirls  8;  entertainers  2;  artists  2;  pro¬ 
fessions  1 ;  occupation  not  known  4.  Among  the  men,  the  dis¬ 
tribution  was  as  follows:  trades  39;  salesmen  18;  laborers  16; 
entertainers  8;  relief  6;  office  workers  5;  factory  workers  5; 
farmers  2 ;  students  2 ;  professions  2 ;  artists  1 ;  not  known  28. 

As  accurate  an  account  as  possible  was  made  of  the  disposition 
of  the  babies  and  figures  were  as  follows:  83  mothers  were  plan¬ 
ning  to  keep  their  babies  when  they  left  the  Hospital;  18  desired 
to  make  plans  for  adoption;  7  babies  were  stillborn  or  died; 
23  did  not  indicate  their  plans;  1  abandoned  her  baby. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  personnel  during  the  year. 
The  department  has  maintained  its  high  standard  of  education, 
background  and  professional  training  in  the  selection  of  new 
members  for  the  staff.  • 

Significant  figures  for  the  year  are  as  follows:  15,768  visits 
were  made  by  patients  to  the  ante-partum  clinic.  Of  this  number 
2,106  were  new,  and  2,070  were  referred  to  the  post-partum  clinic. 
Of  this  last  group,  only  130  did  not  return:  78  patients  failed  to 
respond  to  follow-up;  36  were  transferred  to  private  doctors;  and 
16  moved  and  could  not  be  located.

The  percentage  of  returns  to  the  post-partum  clinic  was  94% 
for  the  year,  although  during  the  month  of  November  this  per¬ 
centage  reached  the  exceptional  high  of  98%.  We  feel  this  is  a 
splendid  indication,  not  only  of  the  patients’  confidence  in  the 
Hospital,  but  also  of  the  efficacy  of  our  interpretation  and 
follow-up. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  individuals  and  organizations  who 
have  furthered  our  work  by  donations  and  contributions  during 
the  year. 

As  always,  we  are  most  grateful  to  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  who 
have  been  so  helpful  and  understanding,  and  it  is  with  a  sincere 
expression  of  gratitude  to  them  that  we  wish  to  close  our  report.
